*The sponsor of the proposed law is 
Fred “Pat’’ Schuman, assistant high 
school principal and a ‘Granite City 
alderman, who is in the unique position 
to support a legislative solution to a pro- 
blem that has frustrated him year after

“Most kids are conditioned from 
grade school to high school that nothing 
is really done (to truants),”” Schuman 


said. ‘In fact, the assistant principal 
commented, the students who thought 
that way might have been right. 

The school district does hire an agen+ 
cy, the Co-ordinated Youth Services, to 
investigate cases of suspected truancy. 
What apparently has been a stumbling 
block to C.A. ‘“‘Bud”) MacMillan, ex-

Hearings may clarity 
effects of GC tax hike

Granite City residents 
have been asked to remove 
emotion from their decision 
making, while considering a 
possible 52 percent increase 
in city property taxes. The 
higher tax bill would be col- 
lected next year. 

Finance Committee Chair- 
man Fred “Pat” Schuman, 
‘Second Ward, made that ap- 
peal Friday, saying some 


residents may not unders- | 


tand that a 52 percent hike in 
their city taxes does not 
reflect an equal increase on 
their overall tax bills. 

The city’s share of a home- 
owner's tax bill is about one- 
fifth of the total tax bill, a 
fact the alderman is trying 
to emphasis. 

Schuman and his commit- 
tee members, Alderman 
Sam Whitmer, Second Ward, 
and Jake Varadian, Fifth 
Ward, have come out strong- 
ly in support of a 72-cent rise 
in property taxes from $1.38 
to $2.09 per '$100-of assessed 
evaluation.. Properties are 
assessed at one-third market 
value for taxing purposes. 

In the past few years, 
higher tax levies have been 


-defeated by the council. 


An increase is. slated to 
support future cost items, in- 
cluding the funding of sewer 
break repairs, the purchase 
of police cars and the impact 
of higher pension fundings. 
Greater tax revenues also 
are intended to make up for 
an expected decrease in 
federal funding .and deficits 
in the city’s ambulance ser- 
vice and |wastewater treat- 
ment plant funds. 

The increase will mean 
about $80 to $100 more tax 
next year (collected in the 
summer of | 1984), for the 
average taxpayer. Schuman 
compared the effects of the 
proposed increase on a resi- 
dent currently paying a 
$1,000 total tax bill on a 
“pretty-nice home.” Of that 
amount, $200 goes to the city. 
A 50 percent increase of the 
city’s share would mean an 
additional $100, for a total 


tax bill next year of $1,100. 

At a 7:00 p.m. public hear- 
ing July 19 on the tax levy 
and budget, Schuman says 
he will demonstrate the 
relatively-static nature of 
the past tax levies, while 
costs have risen. He advised 
residents concerned about 
the levy to study a copy of 
the budget first before atten- 
ding the hearing. * 

{An open committee 
meeting on the wastewater 
treatment plant budget to 
consider a possible doubling 
of the residential sewer bills 
will take place at 7 p.m. 
tomorow at city hall.) 

Copies of the budget and a 


sheet of }ipdated’ expenses 
will be . available to ‘the 
public through |the city 
comptroller’s office at the ci- 
ty hall. Besides reviewing 
the budget, Schuman is ask- 
ing residents to contact their 
aldermen and city officials 
prior to the meeting, to be in- 
formed before speaking at 
the public meeting. 

“I don't want this to be an 
emotional thing,”’ Schuman 
commented. “I want them 
(residents) Ao understand ‘it 
(the proposed budget).’’ The 
alderman said the city has 
been’ “very open’. in its 
financial discussions this 
year.

“We are not suggesting government 
subsidies or price supports, But federal 
trade : officials need to recognize 
steelmakers’ jdilemma and create a 
policy that effectively counteracts the 
competitive advantage now held by 
foreign producers.” 

Williams said competition from 
overseas is not the only factor in 
steelmakers’ big financial losses. 

The economic recession is a major 
contributor, he conceded, ai 3 

“There is much that we must do in- 
ternally, as well. Workers must work 
with management to be competitive, 
not against other U.S. steel firms. but 
against foreign steel companies. Other- 
wise, none of us. will have jobs in the 
future. 

“The new labor agreement has 
helped us to curb costs but we have con- 
tinued to lay off. workers and close 
marginal plants. In the past two years, 
we at Bethlehem have reduced our staff 
by 40 percent or 10,000 persons. A good 
question is, ‘Why didn’t we do so 
earlier?’ 

“Aside from the problems of 
domestic costs and the dumping of sub- 
sidized steel from abroad, the long- 
range outlook is somewhat promising, 
although not outrageously optimistic.” 

The automotive industry, which ac- 
counts for about 20 percent of U.S.- 
made steel, is showing sales gains, he 
said.

In a joint statement, United 
Steelworkers and major producers said 
the action is insufficient, adding that 
“tariffs can easily be offset by addi- 
tional foreign subsidies.” i 

In a |letter to Congress, Mr. Reagan 
said, ‘‘The pervasive nature of unfair 
trading practices in specialty steel’? 
has led to idle plants and heavy 
unemployment. 

He said he hopes the program will 
“give the industry time to complete in- 
vestment projects, improve productivi- 
ty and restore profitability.” 

Republic Steel last week said it may 
be unable to pay dividends on its com- 
mon stock during the rest of 1983 and 
that its orders from a major auto con- 
sumer will be reduced significantly. 
Republic lost $239 million in 1982 and 
major fosses are projected for this 
year. | 

In regard to the major types of 
steelmaking, domestic firms as a group 
are reducing their losses this year but 
say they are still plagued by inadequate 
price levels.

‘Home Gardener' offered on video tapes or cable 


This fall, you ‘can- join 
more than 100 students who 
have found Belleville Area 
College’s TV gardening 
course “fruitful,” a BAC 
spokesman said. 

When ‘‘The Home 
Gardener” was first offered 
in the spring of 1982, BAC 
horticulture instructor 
Charlie Giedeman was con- 
cerned about his ability to 
reach students who learned 
via TV rather than in-person 
in classrooms. 

“I'm finding the people 
who take-it upon themselves 
to view the tapes take on lot 
more responsibility for their 
education than the tradi- 
‘tional student and they're 
getting more out of it,” 
Giedeman said. ‘‘They're 
viewing the tapes three and 
four times."” 


The introductory hor- 
ticulture course teaches 
basic gardening skills from 
soil preparation to landscape 

ign, from vegetable crop- 
pio hanging baskets. 
its are introduced to 
expert horticulturists and 
entomologists and have an 
Opportunity to see in- 
teresting and unusual 
botanical gardens and 
nurseries. 


It will |be offered on Con- 
tinental and South-Western 
cable stations for the first 
time this fall, Persons 
without cable, should not be 
discouraged from taking the 
class, Giedeman said. Tapes 
will be available for viewing 
and reviewing at the col- 
lege’s Belleville campus and 
Granite City Center, and at 
the Granite, City Public 
Library. Tapes can be made 
available at other locations 
throughout the college 
district if demand for them 
exists, he said. 

Giedeman is looking for- 
ward to serving as mentor 
for the course again this fall. 


As mentor, Giedeman is 
available by phone or in per- 
son to answer TV-course 
students’ questions, correct 
quizzes, and conduct mid- 
term and final examina- 
tions. He supervises garden- 
ing field days, which are’ 
scheduled at! the Belleville 
campus as a complement to 
the videotaped lessons. 

“Phe vast majority come 
into this course with an in- 
terest in plants," Giedeman 
said. “They want to get 
something practical out of it. 
Many see this as a way of 
supplementing the family in- 
come through vegetable 
gardening or landscape 
plantings to raise the value 
of theirhomes.”” 


Because of this, Giedeman 
distributes literature written 
with the homeowner in mind, 
such as brochures on lawn 
and garden equipment. He 
also passes’ dlong seed 
samples. Students in this 
spring and summer’s 
courses received packets of 
anew variety of sweet corn. 

He makes space available 
in the college's greenhouses 
for TV: course students to 
start plants and the college's 
rose garden and nursery 
serve as valuable testing 
ground. 

“When a person comes in 
with a question, he can try it 
on our trees first, then go 
home and work on his own,”” 
Giedeman said. a 

The TV course appears to 
be for everyone, Giedeman 
said. ‘‘We've had the biggest 
variety,"’ he began. “We've 
had them from high school 
seniors to 'a woman that’s 
retired and thinking about a 
second career’ We hope we 
can reach people with a han- 
dicap that would be 
prevented from really enjoy- 
ing the on-campus course. 

“For some women, , their 
children are in school, they'd 
like to take a college course 


and this doesn’t it a 
frightening situation. It also 
allows them. to be home 
when the children come 
home.” 

About half of those 
registering are female and 
half male, Giedeman said. 
Many students are choosing 
to take the course as an elec- 
tive. Others are discovering 
anew interest. 

“One out of four -come 
back and take another hor- 
ticulture course,” he said. ‘‘I 
know -we have lit the flame 
on the candle.”’ 

The courses are perhaps 
some of the most rewarding 
Giedeman has taught. “I've 
been able to develop a rap- 
port with people who have 
had a little gardening; ex- 
perience,” he said. “They 
will call in and ask about 
their problems. I’ve 
developed more personal 
relationships than in other 
classes where students are 
more conscious of grades.”” 

Field days, Saturdays 
when students come to cam- 
pus; have proved in 
teresting, he said. 

“We had a couple of 
students who would come in 
and really get into the 
‘Farmer’s Almanac’ 
schedule of planting. You bet 
they made sure they did 
everything possible to be 
sure things worked out. And 
we've had good discussions 
on organic gardening versus 
use of chemicals,"” 

TV courses students have 
to work a bit barder than 
their counterparts in on- 
campus courses, he said. “I 
find most people really have 
trouble digging out all the in- 
formation in the TV tapes 
because they’re so’ con- 
cenrated,"’ he said.

Reforms voted for job upsurge, a utility 
board, waste hazards, drugs for elderly

In a review of the 1983 ses- 
‘ion, I would like to praise 
four Democratic reform 
packages that passed the 
General Assembly. 

Major reforms were made 
in the areas of economic 
recovery, utilities,.the elder- 
ly, and hazardous waste. 

I helped the Democratic 
leadership in the House 
guide a program for 
economic recovery in Illinois 
through the legislature. 

This program is really in- 
novative. It goes against the 
idea that government knows 
what’s best for business. 

This program was planned 
— and will be executed — by 

‘ business, labor and the 
financial community work- 
ing together with state 
government. It uses private 
capital and a minimum of 
state credit to spur business 
activity in the state. 

». The big winners are the Il- 
linois citizens, who will get 
More jobs and increased 
revenues, but will pay 


The plan would set up the 
Illinois Development 
Finance Authority and the 
Insured Industrial Revenue 
Bond Program. These 
groups would provide 
private financial backing 
and lower interest rates for 


small- and *medium-sized 
businesses, $0 that they 
could expand and employ 
more workers, 

Another feature of the plan 
is the creation of the Illinois 
Venture Investment Fund to 
attract new businesses. 

The new Land Bank Pro- 
gram would purchase land in 
blighted areas and make it 
available for industrial and 
commercial uses and for 
reseach and development. 

This legislation should 
help the state's economy to 
its feet again. 

I supported a compehen- 
sive series of utility reforms 
initiated by Illinois House 
Speaker Michael Madigan. 
Key to this plan is the forma- 
tion of. Illinois’ - first-ever 
Citizens’ Utility ‘Board 
(CUB). 

‘The CUB will be just what 
it says — a_utility group for 
the citizens. 

The CUB will be composed 
of an elected board of direc- 
tors and:members from the 
general public. Its job is to 
represent ,consumer in- 
terests before the Illinois 
Commerce Commission, the 
group that, acts on utility 
rate requests. 

The package contains 
legislation’ that would pro- 
hibit utility companies from 
charging consumers for the 
cost of importing coal or for 


construction work 
gress. * 

There would also be bans 
on power shut-offs to tenants 
whose landlords are 
negligent in paying their 
power bills, and on winter- 
time shut-offs. 

Winter shut-offs are 
especially inhumane to 
senior citizens. It's often a 
life-or-death matter for 
them. 

I continued to concentrate 
much of my time on senior 
citizen issues, supporting a 
phrmaceutical relief pro- 
gram. 

Senior citizens who make 
less than $12,000 a year in Il- 
linois receive a flat grant of 
$80 a year as part of their 

“circuit breaker" benefits. 

Under the bill, they could 
use that grant to buy a phar- 
maceutical ID card.

them. Right now, it is dif- 
ficult for. many senior 
citizens on fixed incomes to 
keep up’with the 
skyrocketing costs of 
prescription drugs.

tion would increase waste 
disposal fees and would 
toughen fines against 
violators of hazardous waste 
laws. 

It's time to get ‘tough on 
the people who ignore hazar- 
dous waste laws.:We’ve seen 
what the mishandling of tox. 
ic chemicals did to our 
neighbors in Missouri 

“Under this new package, a 
person who knowingly 
breaks the law to dump 
highly dangerous wastes 
would get up to a $500,000 
fine. 

The legislation would also 
set up a special unit to en- 
force hazardous waste laws. 
That power is spread now 
through several governmen- 
tal agencies. 

It would further. establish 
a ‘special division of the 
Department of Energy and 
Natural Resources to 
research hazardous waste 
problems.
